Viking scientists announced 
the discovery with great ex­ 
citem ent 
W ednesday, 
co n ­ 
firming that the polar cap ice 
includes frozen water, not just 
frozen carbon dioxide, com ­ 
monly known as "dry ice.” 
"We have ended a five-year 
controversy,” said Dr 
Hugh 
Kieffer “The residual (north) 
polar cap is made out of water 
ice

p red ict 
the 
southern polar cap is also w ater 
ice." 
It was previously discovered 
that there is at least some 
w ater vapor in the M artian 
atm osphere, but it was not 
certain whether the planet had 
largequantities of water, which 
is thought to be indispensable 
tor the development of life 
‘T h ere was a time when we 
tlv ig h t there was no w ater on 
M ars,” said scientist Gerald 
Soffen “Now we find there are 
m assive am ounts of w ater 
frozen into the north 
polar 
cap " 
Scientists can only guess at 
how much ice is there 
But 
there were estim ates that from 
1,000to 100,000cubic kilometers 
of ice may be present in the 
polar caps, with much more 
linked in the perm afrost of 
latitudes as iar south as the 
landing site of Viking 2, 48 
degrees north of the equator.

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Reading Mistake?

The recent newspaper article by Ms. Diehl 
Johnny Still Can't R ead' concerning what she-- 
considers to be the “ educational m istake known 
as the ‘sight word' or ‘look-say’ m ethod” should 
have been run as an advertisem ent rather than 
educational copy Ms. Kathryn Diehl writes for 
the Reading Reform Foundation. 
It is a fact that the child carries with him into 
kindergarten and the first grade, a basic sight 
vocabulary; that is, words that are not in any 
way learned phonetically. R Strang, in his book 
Helping Your Child Improve His Reading,” 
estim ates the num ber of words to be between 50 
and 500. and states very clearly that children 
know these words on sight, as well as their 
meaning before they start to associate sounds 
with letters in words during the learning process 
of reading. In another book. Strang suggests a 
basic sight vocabulary Starting with preschool 
experiences, the child becomes involved in the 
process of building a speaking vocabulary, via 
his parents’ conversations, being read to, etc. 
An im portant transition occurs when the adult 
is reading a story aloud while the child looks at 
the book and begins to associate the pictures 
v ith the words being spoken During the pre­ 
school years and into kindergarten, the child 
acquires other im portant aspects necessary 
tow ard building a basic sight vocabulary, as well 
Watch Blind Spots

Some 
children do learn better, in the beginning stages 
of reading, via a look-say method rather than a 
phonetic approach The sam e, of course, holds 
true in the reverse. 
W hatever method allows the child to develop a 
positive and confident self-image (which is 
really the motivation in most learning) is the 
method that best suits the individual learner. 
When methods become more important than the 
child, w e’re in a mess of trouble! 
Try to sound out these basic sight words: 
would! of! have! does’ laugh! Need I say more? 
Less Hazardous? 


New hope for people who want to kick the 
cigarette habit is 
reported from

Doctors at the Addiction Reserach Institute at 
London's Muadsley Hospital have been testing 
“nicotine gum " to help wean people off the weed.

Reliving The Sordid Drama'

WASHINGTON - Reading 
Leon Jaw orski’s just-published 
book is like licking an aching 
tooth. It hurts, but you can’t 
stop In this law yer’s version of 
the 
W atergate year, 
it 
all 
comes painfully back 
Jaworski is the tough old 
Texas turkey who served as 
Special P ro sec u to r for the 
W atergate trials 
He stepped 
into the office late in October, 
1973, across the bloody floor of 
the Saturday Night M assacre; 
he served for 12 months in one 
of the most demanding and 
d ra m a tic assig n m en ts ever 
given a lawyer. In “The Right 
and the Pow er.” he tells his 
story. 
Some jaded critics m ay be in­ 
clined to dismiss Jaw orski’s 
tv ;irk as 
merely 
one 
more 
v -lergate book. Of these, we 
have a groaning shelf full. I 
found his account rewarding 
partly because the law is my 
oeat, but also because Jaworski 
shared an agonizing experience 
that saddened many others He 
cam e to Washington with an 
illusion 
of 
Richard 
Nixon's 
innocence; and he stayed to see 
that illusion cruelly shattered 
JAWORSKI'S 
deflowering 
cam e on a morning in De­ 
cem ber, 1973, when he listened 
for the first time to the famous 
tape of Nixon's conversation 
with John Dean and Robert 
Haldeman the preceding March 
21 
The experience left him 
badly shaken. In the privacy of 
his office, he could not escape a 
stunning conclusion: 
“ The 
President of the United States 
had without doubt engaged in 


highly improper practices, in 
what appeared to be crim inal 
practices.” 
“ I had not come to W ashing­ 
ton expecting this. I had ex­ 
pected to find all sorts of 
wrongdoing by his aides, con­ 
duct unbecoming 
and 
even 
crim inal, but it had never oc­ 
curred to me that the President 
was in the driver’s seat ... 
L istening to him 
schem e, 
KNOWING he was the P resi­ 
dent of the United States, I felt 
as if my heart was shriveling 
inside of me ” 
Jaworski was compelled by 
the nature of his job to sit on 
this damning evidence. Seven 
months would elapse before the 
public would have access, not to 
the tapes themselves, but to 
reasonably a c c u ra te tra n s ­ 
cripts of the tapes Even the 
most accurate transcript, he 
suggests, 
cannot 
adequately 
convey the shocking contrast 
between the public Nixon, pro­ 
jecting a polished image, and 
the private Nixon, profanely- 
plotting with his aides. 
"Listening and relistening to 
the tapes, I was amazed at the 
inordinate amount of tim e they 
consumed 
I often wondered 
how Nixon was able to concen­ 
tra te even briefly on the 
m atters of state that begged for 
his attention. There he was in 
the Oval Office, day after day, 
night after night, scheming, 
plotting, and finally sacrificing 
nis staff and others, one by one, 
so as to save himself. It was a 
sordid, frightening dram a.” 
JAWORSKI’S TASK was to 
coordinate the prosecution of 
the W atergate defendants col­ 
lectively. 
Some 
of 
them , 


notably the remorseful Egil 
Krogh, 
won 
his 
sym pathy; 
most of the others earned only 
his 
disdain. 
Jaworski 
is 
a 
law y er’s law yer, a fo rm er 
president of the American Bar. 
What hurt especially was that 
so many of the defendants also 
were lawyers, officers of the 
courts, sworn to uphold the law. 
He had sm all pity for them. 
Toward the end of his stay, 
Jaworski ran into harsh criti­ 
cism on two counts — that he 
had not moved swiftly, after 
Nixon’s August resignation, to 
obtain an indictment against 
the form er president; and that 
he had not challenged Gerald 
Ford’s Septem ber pardon. His 
law y er’s ex p lan atio n m akes 
sense He was convinced that 
Nixon could not possibly have 
obtained a fair tria l until 
months or years had elapsed; 
and he was satisfied, after 
examining the precedents, that 
Ford’s pardon was fully within 
the presidential power. 
Of the writing of W atergate 
books, we probably will have no 
end. At least twenty volumes 
have appeared already, and 
memoirs are yet to come from 
General A1 Haig and of course 
from Nixon himself. Jaw orski’s 
book 
m akes 
a 
sig n ifican t 
contribution to this historian’s 
collection 
As 
Special 
Prosecutor, he was chiefly re­ 
sponsible for the crim inal side 
of the story. He alone had “ the 
right and the power” to put the 
defendants in the dock Jaw or­ 
ski is fully entitled, as a prose­ 
cutor, to be proud of his work: 
but in the disgraceful events he 
disclosed, there can be no pride 
at all.

com m ands. The F oxbat is 
considered the world’s fastest 
warplane and everyone, espe­ 
cially the U.S. Air Force intelli­ 
gence people, v.ere dying to 
nave an opportunity to examine 
every toggle switch on it.

Muleback, when told what the 
Russian said, replied, “ Even if

worked, w e’re going to have to 


put in all new air intake valves. 
They’re a mess. And we have to 
replace the grill on the radar 
nose cone and the wheels will 
have to be realigned And we 
have to change the oil filters 
which 
m eans 
removing

ra d a r equipm ent from the 
cockpit. We found some dirt in 
the gaskets that control the air- 
to-air missiles, and w e’ll have 
to send away to Shreveport 
which is the only place that still 
makes them .”

M uleback listened to the 
translation and shook his head

months to repair it, I figured if 
it took him six months to repair 
a Mustang, it would take him 
three years to patch up a MIG- 
25, providing he can get all the 
parts.

Terrorists Eye Ships At Sea 


NEW YORK - Virtually all 
w aterfro n t 
and 
m aritim e 
unions in the free world have 
been warned by their London- 
based 
global 
tran sp o rt 
w orkers’ federation to be on the 
alert for a ship hijacking a t­ 
tem pt by terrorists. 
While in England I learned 
from knowledgeable sources in 
the In tern a tio n a l T ran sp o rt 
W o r k e r s ’ 
F e d e r a t i o n ’s 
M aritim e House in London’s 
Clapham 
district 
that 
their 
intelligence input reveals ex­ 
trem ists now believe airplane 
hijacking has become too risky. 
So terrorists now plan to take to 
the oceans. 
The warning to such unions 
as 
the 
In tern atio n al 
L o n g s h o r e m e n ’s 
A s s n ., 
headquartered here, the AFL- 
CIO M aritim e Trades depart­ 
ment affiliates and others cam e 
in an urgent m essage from ITF 
g en eral 
se c re ta ry 
C harlie 
Blyth. 
"This circular is not intended 
to be in any way alarm ist,” 
w rote 
the 
in terco n tin en tal 
transportation labor chief, "but 
simply to emphasize to af­ 
filiates the need for extrem e 
caution in the interests of the 
safety of their m em bers.” 
From other sources cam e 
w arning of the fully possible 
terrorist attacks on or bom­ 
bings at offshore exploration 
and pumping rigs and plat­ 
forms. While in some North Sea 
ports recently, I learned of 
sudden alerts off Aberdeen and 
the Shetlands (Scotland) which 
cause the swift cut-off of un­ 
dersea gas lines. This action

from 
warnings 
that 
explosives had been tied to the

ot the floating rigs. 
Actually, despite the suc­ 
cessful Croatian hijacking ruse 
at La Guardia airport here, 
com m ercial airline seizures in 
the U.S. a re believed 
by 
authorities to be as antiquated 
as ye olde British privateer. 
FOR 
EXAMPLE so tight 
these days is American airport 
security that hundreds of guns 
and other hand weapons are 
picked up in air term inal toilets 
each year. These are aban­ 
doned, a top investigator told 
me, after the conspiring would- 
be hijackers realize they can’t 
breach the current com m ercial 
airline guard mechanisms. 
For some time now there’s 
been an "easy” watch at sea. 
But hard knowledge must have 
come to Blyth in London. He 
forewarned m aritim e and port 
unions

to hijack a vessel “in the 
vicinity of the Straits of Ormuz

m em bers from a hijacked crew 
change launch or from a boat 
m asquerading as crew change 
launch,” wrote Blyth. ‘They 
may also attem pt to stop a ship 
by making fake distress calls 
from a sm all c raft.” 
Blyth played it low key to put 
his follow ers on the a le rt 
without hysteria. But he did say 
that “we would advise all our 
seafarer affiliates in turn to 
inform their m em bers that all 
normal security m easures in 
port should be strengthened 
and that particular care should 
be taken when searching for 
stow aw ays.” 
BLYTH CAUTIONED his 
colleagues to m ake certain that 
“your m em bers be advised to 
cooperate as fully as possible in 
any reasonable and effective 
security m easures proposed by 
the m asters of their ships; that 
they should 
take 
particular 
care of any 
perm anent or 
tem porary shore passes issued 
to them; and that they should 
not bring unauthorized people 
on board their ships.” 


And what now disturbs some 
of the most effective anti­ 
terrorist 
counterintelligence 
officials is the sudden rush by 
ship captains to arm them ­

"It won’t happen that w ay,” I 
was told by men considered 
Europe’s best harbor “police.”

those who’ve simply walked 
away in Hong Kong, Singapore 
or even European ports. Some

Schorr Wins 
Battle With 
Ethics Panel

Questions remained today over 
Daniel Schorr's future as a CBS 
reporter, but there no longer 
was any doubt that he had won 
his fight with Congress over the 
secrecy of a news source 
The House Ethics Com­ 
mittee, 
avoiding 
a 
con­ 
stitutional confrontation over 
free press issues, decided 
Wednesday to take no punitive 
action against Schorr for 
refusing to divulge the source of 
a leaked intelligence report 
'Reason 
has 
finally 
prevailed and, I hope, will 
prevail against any future 
efforts to use congressional 
coercion against the exercise of 
freedom of the press.” Schorr 
later said 
"I hope this painful seven- 
month experience has had 
some positive effects.” 
The panel lifted the subpoena 
it had placed against the 
reporter in an effort to deter­ 
mine who gave him a copy of 
the secret House Intelligence 
Committee report he had 
published 
in 
New 
York’s 
Village Voice newspaper last 
February 
The committee spent five 
months and $150,000 try ing to 
identify Schorr's source It is 
expected to salvage its effort by 
recommending methods for 
tightening security 
CBS News President Richard 
Salant said the network was 
■pleased" at the committee’s 
action 
"Its decision is, we believe, a 
wise one, 
for 
it 
helps 
to 
maintain a fundamental right 
and requisite of a free press — 
the right to protect the con­ 
fidentiality of news sources.”

word, however, on whether 
Schorr would resume reporting

Senate Ethics Committee has 
refused to turn over Sen Hugh 
Scott’s sealed financial records 
to the Internal Revenue Service 
in an IRS probe of payments by 
Gulf Oil to the Senate GOP 
leader. 
Senate sources said the §jx- 
member 
committee 
voted 
unanimously to turn down the 
IRS request at a secret meeting 
last week It earlier had been 
reported that the panel had 
agreed to end its investigation 
into Gulf contributions to Scott 
and other senators. 
The motion to halt the in­ 
vestigation was made by Sen 
Carl 
Curtis. 
R-Neb 
Five 
senators voted for the motion. 
Only Sen. Edward Brooke, R- 
Mass., voted to continue the 
probe. 
Brooke made a 
motion— 
which was defeated 
5-1—to 
continue the investigation. It 
contained a provision to call 
witnesses in the Gulf case, 
including Claude C. Wild Jr the 
former Gulf lobbyist who 
allegedly paid Scott $5.000each 
spring and fall over a number 
of years. 
The rejection of Brooke’s 
motion to continue the commit­ 
tee’s investigation had been 
reported last week, but sources 
Wednesday provided additional 
details of what transpired at the 
closed, 
unannounced com­ 
mittee meeting concerning the 
IRS request and the motion to 
call more witnesses. 
The sources said Chairman 
Howard Cannon argued during 
the meeting that Wild, who has 
said he gave Scott over $100,000 
over the years, would refuse to 
testify if asked to appear 
Brooke then moved to subpo­ 
ena Wild to testify along with 
Royce Savage, also a former 
Gulf official, and Thomas 
Wright, an attorney who once 
represented Gulf 
Scott, who has testified 
before the Ethics Committee, 
said he only received $45,000 
from Wild from 1969 to 1973. 
$20,000 of which went to his own 
campaigns and $25,000 of which 
he distributed to other senators 
for use in their campaigns.

Drugs Camouflage 
Depression Causes 


LOS .ANGELES 
(U PI) 
Depression in varying degrees 
affects about 60 million Ameri­ 
cans at any given time, but a 
University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia psychiatrist believes 
widely used mood-elevating 
drugs are not the answer. 
Dr 
Edward J. Stainbrook, 
chairman of the USC Depart­ 
ment of Human Behavior, said 
tranquilizers and antidepres­ 
sants camouflage, rather than 
solve, the problems causing the 
condition. 
“ Most people feel unable to 
cope with anxiety and depres­ 
sion and become even more 
anxious and depressed,” he 
said in an interview 
“ Actually, such emotions 
give us valuable information 
about ourselves if we let them 
If the result is action that 
reduces the emotional pain then 
these negative emotions have 
served their purpose.” 
Stainbrook said we tend to 
think of emotions causing 
behavior when, in fact, the 
feelings result from behavior 
“ When we are depressed." he 
said, "our response should be, 
‘How can I act to change the 
situation so that my feelings 
will change?"’ 
He said depression results 
from the basic emotion of 
distress ‘This is a genetically 
determined built-in pain when 
one is going to lose some sup­ 
port. a separation anxiety.” 
It makes its earliest appear­ 
ance in infancy when security is 
threatened by separation from 
a central figure in a child’s life. 
"But when you’re an adult, 
when the loss is symbolic, you 
may not even be aware you’re 
being depressed, but it sets up 
possibilities for psychosomatic 
illness,” he said. 
The loss or separation can be 
not only another person, but 
svmbols, things, or a role in 
life. 


"This is a distinction not 
made often enough.” Stain­ 
brook said. ‘‘We are related to 
other people and to what we do, 
to objects and roles and if they 
are not available, or we lose 
them, then we act with distress 
"A role is a set of functions. 
That's the source of support 
and meaning in our lives The 
loss of a role itself is a ioss of 
support and may 
engender 
depression. 
"When someone dies, of 
course, we mourn the loss of the 
person but many times, if we’re 
not 
careful, 
we 
continue 
mourning the loss of our role 
with that person.” 
He said every depression has 
a history. If a child sustained 
the loss of a parent before the 
age of 15, he or she may be 
particularly susceptible to the 
loss of relationships later on 
"There also is loss of belief,” 
Stainbrook said 
“ It can be 
quite symbolic Today, maybe 
a lot of depression is caused by 
a loss of leadership, of in­ 
tegrity.” 
That means a loss of values, 
he said, and it can be very 
significant and cause depres­ 
sion 
"The point is,” he said, 
"depression is a very normal 
emotion, not a pathological 
state We should not treat the 
emotion with a drug before we 
know what the condition is. 
"We first have to listen to the 
information in the feeling to 
help solve the problem ”

Indians In Brazil Are Killing 
I 
Female Babies To Wipe Out Tribe 


MANAUS, Brazil (UI’I) 
M ayurunas Indians in the 
remote, western edge of the 
Brazilian Amazon Jungle have 
begun killing their newborn 
females in an attempt to wipe 
out their tribe rather than 
confront civilization, according 


to a Brazilian anthropologist. 
Anthropologist Paulo Lucena 
said the Indians, whose num­ 
bers have been severely dimin­ 
ished in the last four years 
since coming into contact with 
white oil explorers, intend to 
exterminate themselves rather

Fossils 
Reinforce 
Theory

Scientists say fossil remains 
found on Canada’s Ellesmere 
Island of ancient animals that 
also lived in America’s West 
and in Europe reinforce the 
theory that North America and 
Europe once were linked 
The fossil find was reported 
Wednesday bv Drs Robert M 
West of the Milwaukee Public 
Museum and Mary R Dawson 
of the Carnegie Museum of 
Natural History in Pittsburgh. 
The National Geographic 
Society, which in part spon­ 
sored the fossil hunting, said 
Ellesmere Island is part of the 
Arctic region where scientists 
believe the continents last were 
linked before separating 45 
million to 48 million years ago. 
The fossils included frag­ 
ments of snakes, birds, sala 
manders, 
turtles, 
alligators, 
mice and trees. Prize fossil 
specimens included a large 
skull 
fragment of a 
Cory- 
phodon, a plant eater bigger 
than a cow, and a jaw from a 
Hyrachyus. a primitive tapir 
about the size of a large dog. 
“The animals that we found 
are probably representative of 
single fauna that extended from 
western Europe 
to western 
United States,” West said It is 
believed the animals migrated 
across a land bridge linking the 
continents. 
“I think this theory is now 
being proven correct,” West 
said 


than continue suffering the 
impact of civilization 
“Desperate and feeling that 
they have no place to go, they 
decided to die,” Lucena wrote 
to Ismarth de Oliveira, the 
president of the National Indian 
Foundation. The document was 
made public today. 
The Mayurunas, who inhabit 
dense jungle along the Brazil- 
ian-Peruvian border, 
1,480 
miles up the Amazon River, 
have been reduced from ap­ 
proximately 2,000 at the end of 
1972 to little more than 400 at 
present, Lucena said. 
He said the Indians died 
quickly from flu, m easles, 
venereal diseases and gastroin­ 
testinal ailments brought to 
their settlements by the whites. 
The remaining 400 are the 
only members of the Mayuru­ 
nas living on the Brazilian side 
of the border. 
He said the rest of the 
region’s approximately 10,000 
Mayurunas live on the Peruvi­ 
an side, where they enjoy far 
more favorable living condi­ 
tions and are aided by a new 
Peruvian law that provides for 
self-government and medical 
and housing aid 
Lucena said the remaining 
Indians decided to stay in 
Brazil because 
they 
revere 
their land 
“This is the reason there 
hasn’t been a total exodus for 
Peruvian territory,” he said 
According to the National 
Indian 
Foundation, 
the 
Mayurunas were once con­ 
sidered 
‘‘the 
terro ro s’’ 
(terrorists) of the region, and a 
m ilitary 
expedition 
was 
launched against them in 1963. 
Lucena said that by the time 
the oil workers arrived in 1972 
‘‘the Indians became meek and 
were fascinated by the sophis­ 
ticated 
m achinery 
of 
the 
prospectors 
“They thought 
that 
the 
Petrobras (the Brazilian gov­ 
ernment oil company) workers 
were gods because they de­ 
scended by gigantic helicop­ 
ters.” 
He said N ational Indian 
Foundation set up a post soon 
after the oil workers arrived, 
but the workers aggravated the 
situation by luring the Indian 
women into adultery, which the 
Mayurunas consider the most 
serious of all sins. 
Lucena said the tribe had a 
custom of killing its female 
babies to prevent overpopula­ 
tion. but it had never before 
done so in an overt act of self- 
destruction.

York, a slave of 
William Clark and interpreter 
for the Lewis and Clark ex­

into

Louisiana 
Territory; Jean Baptiste du 
Sable, 
founder 
of Chicago, 
Benjamin “ Pap” Singleton, 
organizer of a Negro movement 
out of the South to Kansas in the 
1870s; and Bill Pickett, the 
cowboy who first made bulldog- 
ging steers a major rodeo at­ 
traction. 
The exhibition is divided into 
10 sections. Of particular in­ 
terest to the Southwest are the 
sections on cattlemen, law and 
lawlessness and the buffalo 
soldiers 
The black soldiers helping 
settle the West fought, escorted 
wagon trains, delivered Army 
payrolls and the mail, develop­ 
ing traditions of gallantry and 
heroism. 
In the development of the 
cattle industry more than 8,000 
blacks were among the 35,000 
men, who drove herds' up the 
cattle trails 
Almost every 
ranch had at least one black 
cowboy, historians report. 
Not all black settlers in the 
West were cowboys, law of­ 
ficers, outlaws or soldiers 
Blacks also established and 
maintained successful enter­ 
prises, farms and ranches. 
They are all commemorated 
in the exhibit — a part of the 
settling of the Old West often 
overlooked

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with shower curtains that 
do not have metal grommets in the holes, where the hooks are 
inserted to hang the curtains I find this is the first place they 
start to tear, when the rest of the curtain is in good shape 
Having grommets in all shower curtains would certainly be a 
life saver for us It seems after a month or two of wear the 
holes are tearing away. — M ARIE 
DEAR POLLY — Like Valentine we had tiles on our floor 
that had cracked We used a heat light bulb in an old table 
lamp that was the right height from the tile to heat it When a 
tile became soft enough, we put our bathroom plunger on it 
This pulled the tile up without damaging anv of those around 
it. - M E.S. 
DEAR POLLY — The easiest way I have found to remove 
splinters is to fill a small bottle with hot water, empty it while 
still hot, put the neck of the bottle over the splinter, hold it 
tightly until the bottle cools and the splinter should pop out 
easily. — L F 
DEAR PO LLY — Before starting on a trip. I wet washcloths 
and put them in a plastic bag I find they stay damp and can be 
used for many little cleanups while traveling This saves 
money we used to spend buying those pre-dampened paper 
towels that come in packages.

DEAR DR L A M B - I want 
to 
know 
about 
body 
temperature. Mine is never 
98 6 degrees 
Fahrenheit 
When I am well it is always 98 
degrees 
Since my temperature is 
never 98 6 degrees I figure 
that I must have a mild fever 
whenever it is 98 6 degrees. 
DEAR REA D ER - That 
98 6 degrees F figure is just an 
approximation 
A person’s 
temperature may vary as 
much as three degrees in 24 
hours and be perfectly nor­ 
mal 
The temperature is 
lowest in the early morning 
hours while you are sleeping. 
Since few people take their 
temperature at that hour this 
point is not g e n e ra lly 
recognized 
The temperature is highest 
in the late afternoon or early 
evening and it can be as high 
as 100 degrees F. particularly 
in active children, in the 
absence of any medical 
problem at all Many mothers 
get alarmed 
because their 
children have temperatures 
higher than 99 degrees in the 
afternoon when in fact it is 
perfectly normal 
I 
su sp ect 
th at 
a 
temperature of 99 degrees F 
for you is quite within your 
normal range but you are cor­ 
rect in assuming that it could 
be more important in your 
case than in others. To 
evaluate a temperature you 
must know what time of day it 
is taken and under what cir­ 
cumstances 
Having just 
drunk cold water will lower it 
or having drunk or eaten hot 
items will raise it. 
To give you a better idea 
about body temperature I am 
sending you The Health Letter 
number 
7-6, 
Body 
Temperature and Fever 
It 
will also give you some tips on 
the problems people have with 
thermometers 
Others who 
want this information can

DEAR DR LAM B - Could 
I have some advice on kidney 
stones? What causes them? 
Can these be cured0 Also what 
about a diet? I know a man 
who has been in and out of the 
hospital several times with 
them The last time the stone 
could not be removed, but 
finally he passed it. I would 
appreciate whatever you can 
tell me. 
DEAR R EA D ER — Anyone 
who has a kidney stone should 
have a complete medical ex­ 
amination in an effort to 
determine the cause 
They 
can be caused by medical 
problems that in turn cause a 
high level of calcium in 
blood They can occur as a 
complication of kidney infec­ 
tions 
Other than those formed as 
a complication of infection 
there is usually little that you 
can accomplish by diet. Some 
doctors do recommend 
limiting calcium intake but if 
the increased calcium is from 
other causes, such as that dis­ 
solved out of the bones, that 
will not help much. 
The best recommendation I 
can give to anyone with 
kidney stones, other than get­ 
ting a complete evaluation, is 
to be sure to drink lots of li­ 
quids. If you drink lots of 
water all through the day so 
the urine is never concen­ 
trated you will have less 
chance of the minerals clum­ 
ping and leading to the forma­ 
tion of a stone. How much 
water should you drink? The 
important point is to drink 
whatever amount is needed to 
cause regular passage of large 
volumes of urine. In hot 
weather, or if sweating, that 
may mean drinking more 
water than you would on

Theft Of Egyptian Art Objects 
Has Reached Wholesale Scale 


CAIRO (A P) — Nobody has 
tried to smuggle the Great 
Pyram id out of Egypt yet. But 
thefts of this country's anti­ 
quities have reached wholesale 
proportions. 
The pipeline from tomb rob­ 
ber through illegal dealer to 
foreign buyer has swollen to 
unprecedented dimensions in 
recent years, say officials of the 
nation’s Antiquities D epart­ 
ment. 
Art objects are disappering 
right in the Cairo Museum, and 
the lust for ancient gold has led 
robbers to beat the Antiquities 
Department to 
undiscovered 
burial sites twice this year 
Thoroughly alarmed, parlia­ 
ment is enacting a new law im­ 
posing $500 fines and six-year 
jail terms on anyone caught 
stealing an art object It will be 
enforced by a newly created 
force of 2,500 police detectives 
and guards who will fan out 
across Egypt to protect its cul­ 
tural heritage. 
The demand for art objects 
comes mainly from European 
and American collectors who 
buy them as a hedge against 
inflation, Egyptian officials 
say. They claim relatively few 
stolen treasures are sold inside 
Egypt. 
“ We believe there are more 
pharaonic antiquities outside 
Egypt than in our museums,” 
says Ahmed Kadry, deputy un­ 
dersecretary of state for cul­ 
ture 
“ Frankly, there is no way we 
can find out how much has been 
stolen," Kadry said. "If I were 
to guess, I would say billions of 
dollars worth, but that would be 
only a guess.” 
Thefts or attempted thefts 
that have been discovered are 
believed to be the tip of the ice­ 
berg, but they indicate the 
scope of the loss.

of wholesale thefts occurred 
last spring after two policemen 
were attacked by three gunmen 
on a desert track near Abu Sir.

From sunrise to sunset, the 
th ree u nits will 
obey the 
com m ands of a com puter and 
follow the sun’s path across the 
sky, reflecting its im age onto a 
focal point at the top of a 
nearby rocket test stand that 
rises about five stories above 
the desert. Instrum ents on top 
of this structure will m easure 
the am ounts of energy received 
at different tim es of day and 
under varying w eather condi­ 
tions. 
In the power plant concept, 
there would be a field of many 
thousands of these heliostats, 


each tracking the sun across 
the sky and reflecting its image 
— and its energy — onto one 
central receiving point. 
The concentrated solar ener­ 
gy at the receiver would boil 
w ater, or heat some oth^r fluid, 
and this in turn would drive a 
turbo g e n era to r to produce 
electricity. 
Lowe and Bill Ratcheson, 
Boeing’s project engineer for 
the ERDA collector subsystem, 
believe solar energy some day 
will make a contribution to the 
nation’s energy supply. But it's

Preventing those 
‘dangling wires’

(ED ITO R S NO TE: Ink Dipper

The theft of CB radios has 
reached crisis proportions 
If 
you haven't already had your 
CB stolen, then it is oniy a 
matter of time before 
you 
return to your four-wheeler to 
find a few ripped wires where 
the once proud instrument 
rode. 
That is. unless you take some 
very basic precautions. Most 
people don’t. So for the thief 
who wants, or needs, to make a 
quick buck ripping off your CB 
is easy. 
Here are 10 simple steps that 
w ill greatly reduce the chances 
of your CB being taken. 
1 Use common sense. 
2. Always park in a well- 
lighted area 
3 Never lea’ve car without 
locking it 
4 Remove lock bolt covers on 
car doors. 
5. Have CB mounted so it can 
he removed when away from 
car 
6. Take it with you or put in 
trunk 
7. Get a metal engraving pen 
from local hardware store and 
etch Social Security number on 
the CB chassis. 
8 Record serial number of 
CB and keep it in a safe place. 
9 
Purchase 
auto 
burglar 
alarm . 
10. Encourage local police de­ 
partment to initiate a program 
to mark all CBs witn metal 
engraving pens 
With 
the 
use 
of 
these 
precautions most CB thieves 
can be thwarted. But recently 
in Cincinnati the police caught 
up with an accomplished CB 
thief. 
In an interview, the thief — 
who was only identified as 
“ John” — explained how he 
had made more than $20,000 in 
two months stealing CBs and 
other things. 
“ By the time I walked up to a 
car and put my hand on the 
door handle, I would have a 
coat hanger in the window and 
the door unlocked,” he said 
“ Anybody who saw me open a 
car that fast thought I had a 
key,” he explained. 
He could even enter cars that 
were equipped with burglar 
alarms. 
He said stealing CBs enabled 
him to build up a sizable bank 
account, pay the rent, take 
friends out to dinner “ and blow 
about $300 a night” at a local 
race track. John found hotels 
and 
motels 
very 
profitable 
because large numbers of 
salesmen who stay there leave 
their CBs and other wares in 
their cars. 
Parking lots at 
theaters were lucrative, too, 
because 
he could 
time the 
owner’s return to their cars 
with the ending of each showing 
of the movie. 
Interestingly enough, he fre- 
2 
uently used his CB to sell the 
Bs he had just stolen 
He 
would go out on an interstate 
and cruise, ratchet-jawing with 
other CBers. When he found a 
likely 
prospect, 
he 
would 
arrange to meet them at the 
nearest restaurant or 
truck 
stop He usually sold CB units 
for $30 to $40below retail price. 
A favorite story John tells is 
the time he ripped off another 
thief. 
“ I was just sitting in my car, 
watching a parking lot, when I 
saw this guy taking a CB unit 
out of a car. I waited until he 
had gotten it out, and then I 
went over and told him it was 
my car. He just looked at me 
and handed me the radio and 


took oif.” John said 
Luckily most thieves are not 
like John They have not per­ 
fected the art. 
If the simple rules listed 
above are carefully followed, 
the CB thief will take an easier 
target, leaving yours alone.

dangling wires w hen you return 
from the movie.

inadequately insulated. As a 
consequence the homeowner 
may be paying almost twice as 
much as he should to keep his 
house comfortable, since poor 
insulation can result in the 
waste of 45 pet. of all the fuel 
consumed. 
Caulking, weather-stripping, 
storm windows and doors can 


save an additional 10 pet. heat 
loss. 
Creative Alternatives 
The more ambitious are 
exploring alternative sources of 
home energy, such as wind and 
solar power. Far from being 
Rube Goldberg pipe-dreams, 
these methods are becoming 
very practical choices — since 
after the initial outlay, the 
energy source is free. 
The do-it-yourself trend is 
healthy and still growing, as 
homeowners find they can save 
substantial amounts of money 
by 
applying some 
elbow- 


grease. In addition to saving 
their wallets, do-it-yourselfers 
are reviving two great old 
American traditions: 
self- 
reliance and pride in work­ 
manship. 


Common Sense 
Many a home-improvement 
job can be safely done without a 
contractor (depending on local 
building codes). Often enough, 


all that’s required is reading 
the 
instructions, 
common 
sense, care and patience. 


Energy-saving 
appliances 
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are helping to ease the energy 
squeeze in other areas besides 
home heating. There’s better 
insulation on refrigerators and 
ovens nowadays, for instance, 
and

Suppose, for example, you’re 
thinking of adding a bedroom to 
a home that faces south. Should 
you place the addition at the 
east end or the west end°
